River 
picks up 
speed

The record crest of the Mississippi 
River picked up speed today as it 
surged 
down 
river, 
assaulting 
already strained dikes and levees 
and 
threatening 
to 
engulf 
the 
countryside along its banks. 
Behind the historic crest, the 
mighty river’s muddy waters crept 
slowly back toward their banks, 
giving back the land they had taken. 
Officials stood on the silt-covered 
land and assessed the damages of 
the river’s third rampage of this 
month. 
Damage estimates soared past 
$500 million in the seven Mississippi 
Valley 
states 
and 
Arkansas, 
Mississippi and Louisiana have yet 
to feel the full fury of the surging 
river. 
The Mississippi is higher than it 
has ever been since white settlers 
began measuring it more than two 
centuries ago. 
The current flood has inundated at 
least 11 million acres of normally 
dry land and driven uncounted tens 
of thousands of families from their 
homes. In Missouri alone, some 
17.000 
persons 
have 
been 
left 
homeless by the flood. 
The river crested during the 
weekend at St. Louis, Mo., and 
began to fall slowly. 
The powerful river poured past 
the Gateway Arch at St. Louis at the 
rate of 6 million gallons per second 
and throngs of sightseers went to the 
riverfront Sunday to get a glimpse 
of the river level never before 
achieved. The water had reached 
the superstructure of the historic 
Eads Bridge, the oldest bridge 
spanning the Mississippi.

Bugging

III—were swept out of office today 
by the Watergate bugging scandal. 
A statement by Nixon, released by 
White 
House 
Press 
Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler, said all four 
submitted their resignations, which 
were accepted by the President. 
Nixon immediately named Defense 
Secretary Elliot L. Richardson to 
succeed 
Kleindienst, 
and 
the 
President arranged to make a 
nationwide broadcast tonight at 9 
p.m. EDT. 


The resignations of Kleindienst, 
Ehrlichman and Haldenman were 
submitted 
voluntarily. 
Nixon 
requested Dean’s resignation. 


The White House announcement 
said Richardson, who took over as 
head of the Pentagon only in 
January, would take full command 
of 
the 
Justice 
Department’s 
investigation of the break-in and 
bugging 
of 
D em o cra tic 
headquarters at the Watergate June 
17. 


Ziegler read the announcement 
from Nixon that the President had 
accepted the resignations of his two 
“closest 
friends 
and 
trusted 
assistan ts,” 
Haldeman 
and 
Ehrlichman, 
and 
wished 
to 
emphasize that “neither should be 
seen as evidence of wrongdoing.” 


“Any such assumption would be 
unfair and unfounded,” the Nixon 
statement said. 
The President was absent from 
Washington at his Camp David, Md., 
mountaintop retreat—where for the 
past four days he has deliberated his 
Watergate options. He left it to 
Ziegler to announce the resig­ 
nations. 


Haldeman, Ehrlichman and Dean 
have been members of the Nixon 
staff since he came to the White 
House. Kleindienst also is a long­ 
time Nixon supporter who last year 
succeeded John N. Mitchell as 
attorney general. Mitchell’s name 
has 
been 
linked 
recently with 
Watergate 
disclosures 
in 
the 
newspapers. 


The President conferred at Camp 
David 
with 
Haldeman 
and 
Ehrlichman at their request, Ziegler 
said. He also met with Kleindienst, 
Richardson and Leonard Garment, a 
special White House consultant that 
Nixon designated to succeed Dean 
as acting legal counsel. 


The 
resignations 
came 
amid 
growing pressures from within the 
Republican party for a house- 
cleaning and full disclosure of the 
facts of administration involvement 
in the Watergate bugging. 
Among the latest urging these

was

William P. Rogers, who served as 
attorney general in the Eisenhower 
administration and is an intimate of 
Nixon. 
The President’s statement said 
Kleindienst asked to be relieved as

care plan before 1974 that 
would be regionally based 
and pay for the total health 
care of at least 20 million 
Americans, the President's 
chief health adviser said 
Sunday.

The determination of the Legislature to enforce the use of 
seat belts upon all private motorists may be in the best 
interests of the public. 
But despite variously quoted figures on how many lives 
might have been saved had seat belts been in use at the 
time of fatal accidents, there are other figures. Even the 
National Safety Council has figures which indicate that in 
some cases a life might have been saved had a seat belt not 
prevented the victim from being thrown free and clear. 
So the issue of seat belts is controversial. Nevertheless, 
some years ago, the Legislature decreed that all private 
passenger cars must be equipped with belts, front and rear. 
Motorists were put to the expense of equipping their cars 
even though they didn’t want to use the belts. 
Now Assemblyman Don MacGillivray has proposed 
legislation which would require all persons in a private 
vehicle to wear both seat and shoulder belts. A penalty for 
violation would be imposed. 


The bill is ridiculous. It is impractical from the 
standpoint of enforcement. It violates the right of those 
who believe they are safer not being harnessed in. It 
ignores the problem of five passenger cars since rear seats 
are equipped for only two riders. 
And even if it could be proven beyond all doubt that it is 
safer to wear the belts the measure applies only to private 
vehicles. 


It completely overlooks those who must travel in buses 
and taxis or other public conveyances who may think 
exactly as MacGillivray and want the supposed protection 
of the belts. 
It is a strange philosophy which imposes something upon 
those who don't want interference and fails to provide for 
those who desire the benefit of a mandatory law. 


One may well ask if seat belts are so essential for the 
public’s safety why are not the bus and taxi operators 
compelled to provide them for their riders? 
The Legislature hasn’t even required that school buses, 
upon which children are forced to ride, pad the seats, hand 
rails and other dangerous projections, let alone order them 
to install seat belts. 


Even worse is the fact that present law permits the 
carrying of children in flatbeds, pickups and other vehicles 
which were never designed to carry passengers. It should 
be apparent to the lawmakers that loading kids onto a truck 
like so many cattle is far more dangerous than riding in a 
well padded passenger car without seatbelts. 
If MacGillivray is really concerned with safety on the 
highways he should join up with Assemblyman John Miller. 


Distressed by the tragic deaths of five children and the 
injury of dozens more which resulted from an ill fated 
flatbed outing, Miller proposed legislation prohibiting such 
transport. In two attempts he failed to get com mittee 
approval. 
Efforts by others to compel seatbelts on school buses 
have also met with failure.

Some years ago the late 
Albert Morehead, one of the 
greatest bridge analysts of 
all time, pointed out that in 
total point and IMP team 
matches it never paid to risk 
a big swing by letting your 
opponents make a redoubled, 
doubled or even undoubled 
slam contract. 
Here is a hand from an 
important match in the early 
’60s to illustrate this. 
South’s jump to six hearts 
was a frightful bid. His re­ 
double even worse but he 
came out with all the mar­ 
bles. 
West opened the ace of dia­ 
monds. East signalled with 
the eight and West led a sec­ 
ond diamond, whereupon the 
slam came home. 


Both East’s diamond sig­ 
nal and West’s diamond con­ 
tinuation w e r e very bad 
plays. South had tried to use 
Blackwood and West’s five- 
club call had made it impos­ 
sible for North to show aces 
in the catch-as-catch can sys­ 
tem he was using. 


Hence it was very likely 
that South held two single­ 
tons and a club shift was in­ 
dicated. 


However, West should not 
have d o u b l e d and East 
should have gone to seven 
clubs. Seven c l u b s would 
only be d o w n one with a 
spade lead. 


At the other table South 
played in and made a safe 
and sane five hearts so a 
seven-club call would have 
p r o d u c e d a nice profit 
against even the b e s t de­ 
fense.

HURON, Ohio (UPI) - Democratic 
governors today are considering making an 
appeal 
on 
national 
television 
for 
appointment of an impartial prosecutor to 
pursue the Watergate case. 
The plan was brought to a two-day 
meeting of the governors’ caucus by 
National 
Committee Chairman 
Robert 
Strauss. He wants one of the 31 Democratic 
governors to speak for the party in a paid 
television broadcast. 
Strauss said he had no candidate for the 
job as spokesman, but as chairman of the 
governors' caucus, Gov. Dale Bumpers of 
Arkansas 
was 
considered 
a 
prime 
possibility. 


Strauss launched his trial balloon as 16 of 
the governors gathered at a resort lodge on 
the Lake Erie shore, officially to discuss 
President Nixon’s budget, revenue sharing 
and the energy crisis. 


But the informal talks at the conference 
centered 
on 
Watergate, 
and 
most 
governors expected some pronouncement 
to come out of the meeting. 
The theme of the TV broadcast, costing 
$70,000 for 15 minutes on one network, 
would be a call for complete disclosure of 
the facts about last June’s burglary and 
wiretapping 
of 
Democratic 
National 
headquarters and the alleged subsequent 
efforts by White House officials to cover 
up. 
It 
would 
propose 
selection 
of 
a 
prosecutor to head the investigation. He 
would have no connection with the Justice 
Department, which is now coordinating the 
probe. 
Strauss hoped tQ get endorsement of the 
proposal here before presenting it to 
congressional Democrats. 
Not all the governors agree. 


Cradle-to-grave health care bill 


SACRAMENTO

Cradle-to- 
grave health care would be provided for 
virtually 
every 
Californian 
under an 
ambitious 
measure 
proposed 
by Sen. 
George Moscone, a Democratic contender 
for the 1974 gubernatorial nomination. 


“There is no greater social problem than 
the uneven delivery of health care in this 
state,” 
Moscone 
declared 
Sunday, 
accusing the current health care providers 
with “fiddling and foot-dragging.” 
The San Francisco Democrat’s plan 
would be financed by mandatory payroll 
deductions and employer contributions. 


The concept is designed to spread the 
premium cost and, presumably, lower the 
price of health care for most Californians. 
Under the measure, Californians would 
be entitled to enroll in state-approved 
health maintenance organizations for pre­ 
paid medical care. Premiums would be 
based on the ability to pay. 
A 
family 
earning 
$12,000 
would 
contribute $190 a year to the health care 
system. 
Californians would shell out $7.5 billion 
annually for the comprehensive health 
care, compared with an estimated $10 
billion now. 


Truce violations discussions

Vietnamese vice minister for foreign 
affairs. 


“We are continuing. We have reviewed 
the entire peace accord and all its 
provisions,” Thach told newsmen outside a 
villa in suburban Le Vesinet where the 
talks took place. 
Thach said he would meet Sullivan for 
more talks today at a Communist-owned 
villa in Gif-Sur-Yvette, where the two sides 
opened the latest round of talks on Friday. 
At the end of Sunday’s session, both 
diplomats appeared in good spirits and the 
gray-haired Sullivan joked with newsmen.

Committee. 
His plan fell far short of 
proposals 
advanced 
by 
liberals. Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie, 
D-Maine, 
for 
example, seeks to raise the 


taxes paid by business and 
the wealthy by $18 billion 
and 
the 
AFL-CIO 
has 
offered a $29 billion tax 
reform plan. 
But 
Shultz, 
briefing 
newsmen, said such plans 
destroy 
the 
incentive 
to 
invest and could act as a 
brake on economic growth. 
Shultz plan would also* 


—Create 
a 
new 
tax 
incentive to spur domestic 
oil exploration. Taxpayers 
searching for domestic oil 
or gas wells could subtract 
up to 12 per cent of their 
costs from federal taxes. 
The Treasury would lose an 


estim ated 
$50 
m illion. 
Liberals 
were 
likely 
to 
attack this idea as creating 
a new loophole. 
—Permit parents earning 
under $18,000 to get a refund 
or subtract from the taxes 
they owe, up to $200 a year, 
for each child attending a 
private or parochial grade 
or high school.

Shultz told reporters his 
plan would reduce to “close

They 
numbered 106 in 1970 and 72 
in 1971. 


Some still would escape 
taxes by buying bonds he 
said, but the reforms would 
make it harder for “smart 


lawyers employed at high 
fees” to discover other legal 
ways to avoid taxes. 


Murder charged after fire kills six 


KANSAS CITY, Kan. (UPI) — Police charged Jimmy 
Massey, an 18-year-old “beatnik” newspaper delivery boy, 
with six counts of first degree murder for the weekend 
apartment house fire that killed six elderly widows. 
“I would say he’s not the normal all-American type kid 
you generally run into,” Nick Tomasic, the district 
attorney who will prosecute Massey, said Sunday. 
Tomasic has asked a court to certify a 16-year-old boy 
who allegedly helped Massey as an adult so he, too, can be 
tried for murder. 
“The only indication we have for them starting the fire is 
just to get the thrill, the kicks. There is no other kind of 
motive. Massey said they just wanted to start a fire and 
watch it burn,” the prosecutor said. 
The blaze quickly spread throughout the two-story struc­ 
ture. The six elderly women died of smoke inhalation. 
Tomasic said the 16-year-old has admitted to starting as 
many as 20 fires recently.

Beginning tomorrow, teams of older 
persons will take to the field to conduct a 
survey of Santa Barbara County residents 
of their own age bracket. The teams will 
be paid for their effort through a federal 
grant of $35,000 obtained through the 
California Commission on Aging. 


It is hoped that the interviews will reach 
800 persons 62 years of age and over and 
will be completed before June 15. 
The problems of the elderly have been 
brought forth many times in piecemeal 
fashion. The object of this survey will be to 
obtain information necessary to develop a 
comprehensive and coordinated area plan,

or set of plans, for the immediate and long 
range actions that need to be taken to meet 
the requirements of the older generations. 
None of the elderly will be identified in 
the questionnaire they will be asked to fill 
out. The survey is not involved with 
individuals, but with their problems. The 
survey will have nothing to do with such 
matters as social security payments. It is 
simply hoped that the results of the survey 
will develop a general profile of the 
characteristics, conditions and problems 
of older people as related to categories of 
needs. 
It is hoped that all interviewed 
will 
cooperate fully in order that this County 
and its newly established County Senior 
Citizens Advisory Commission can act to 
develop actions that will make life more 
comfortable and meaningful to all our 
elderly citizens. 


Kissinger's look 


WASHINGTON -When drafting 
the momentous speech he made to 
the Associated Press editors this 
week, Henry A. Kissinger, the 
President’s adviser on national 
security affairs, took a long look at 
the road ahead. Within the next few 
years the principals with whom he 
has worked in formulating a policy 
of peace — Chou En-lai, Willy 
Brandt, Leonid Brezhnev — will 
have passed from the scene. 
In 
Kissinger’s 
thinking, the coming 
three to four years 
will 
present 
the 
golden opportunity 
to 
knit 
together 
what 
had 
been 
started. 
It is an 
opportunity 
that 
may never occur 
again if this chance 
for peace slips away 
by default. 
So to the editors in New York he 
proposed a new and comprehensive 
approach to Europe and Japan. “We 
deal with each other regionally and 
even competitively in economic 
matter, on an integrated basis in 
defense, and as nation-states in 
diplomacy,” 
he 
said. 
He 
was 
preparing 
the 
way 
for 
the 
President’s visit to Europe in the 
fall. 
Without 
extensive 
progress 
toward economic cooperation that 
trip will be useless or even worse 
than useless. The text of the speech 
was given to the foreign offices of 
Europe shortly before its delivery. 
Kissinger was saying: Here is the 
broad outline of what could be a new 
chapter 
of 
understanding 
and 
common endeavor. 
The hope is that within the next 
week or 10 days response will come 
from across the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, and the long and arduous 
process of working out economic 
ties can begin. The shadow cast over 
this hope even as he was speaking 
was the Watergate scandal and its 
impact at home and abroad. 
In the question period following 
his prepared address about.a third 
of 
the 
questions 
dealt 
with 
Watergate. Another third concerned 
Vietnam 
and 
the 
rest 
were 
miscellaneous. Kissinger scarcely 
needed this indicator of where 
editorial interest lay, since it is 
reflected on the front pages of every 
newspaper. 
Responding to the 
Watergate 
questions, he said what he has been 
expressing in private for some time. 
If we now indulge in an orgy of 
recrimination we shall certainly 
lose the chance to help lead the way 


to a generation of peace. President 
Nixon will be in office for another 
three and a half years and a 
President crippled or destroyed will 
serve in dreary futility through a 
prolonged feud with Congress and 
the public. 
The vengeance-is- mine theme is 
understandable, notably on the side 
of the German mafia — Haldeman, 
Ehrlichman and company. This 
arrogance has prompted the long 
unhappy 
weeks 
of 
denial 
and 
evasion. 
It added up in many instances to 
rank deceit. 
So now, Kissinger is saying, get 
the bloodletting over and let’s get 
down to what this nation must do in 
the months ahead. Having known 
the principals at the top level, he has 
compassion 
for 
their 
personal 
tragedies. As far as Watergate is 
concerned, the President’s security 
adviser 
knew 
nothing 
of 
the 
involvement of the men around the 
President until the main outlines of 
the story began to break. 
Everything turns on continuing 
confidence in the United States. If 
Brezhnev 
comes 
here 
in 
midsummer a foremost objective 
will be to achieve a breakthrough in 
the stalled negotiation in the second 
round of the SALT talks. Without 
intervention at the top, the talks in 
Geneva can go on, as did the session 


just ended, with wearying repetition 
of old and impossible positions from 
both sides of the conference table. 
As for China, the elderly men in 
power 
look 
for 
stability 
and 
continuity from the United States. 
They want to see the relationship 
begun 
so 
fortuitously 
by 
the 
President 
carried 
on 
into 
an 
indefinite future. 
James Reston in the New York 
Times compared 
the Kissinger 
speech to the address given by 
Secretary 
of State 
George 
C. 
Marshall 
at Harvard when he 
proposed the plan for rehabilitating 
Europe that was to bear his name. 
This may be overstating the case 
but it seems to one observer better 
to overstate it rather than treat a 
masterful presentation merely in 
turns of the current conflict here at 
home. 


The Marshall plan, when the 
United 
States 
proceeded 
to 
distribute 2.5 per cent of our gross 
national income to restore war- 
wounded Europe, was America’s 
finest 
hour. 
To 
achieve 
what 
Kissinger has proposed — hardly 
less than economic union with our 
trading partners — will, as he 
knows, be infinitely more difficult. 
So much has happened to America’s 
strength in the world since that 
finest hour.

Court 
judges 
in 
Santa 
Barbara 
County took a day 
off from the bench 
the other day to 
have their annual 
business 
meeting. 
We never knew they 
did this, but they do 
have other business 
besides conducting 
trials. 
A presiding judge must be elected 
and this year they selected Judge 
Floyd C. Dodson. He must now 
supervise the court’s trial calendar, 
assignment of criminal and civil 
cases and appointment of judges to 


be responsible for such areas as 
probate and juvenile matters. He is 
also responsible for the courts 
budget, supervision of court staff, 
court security and provision of 
jurors. 
It is interesting to note that out of 
the meeting came the fact that 
County superior court judges during 
1972 disposed of 36 per cent more 
cases than in 1971, getting all 
criminal and domestic relations 
cases to trial within 60 days of the 
arraignment of a defendant or the 
filing of a domestic case, and 
reduced the average delay time for 
long civil cases from 13 months in 
1971 to eight months in 1972. The 
Santa Barbara Superior Court is one 
of the most current courts in the 
entire state.

If Paul de Falco’s figures are 
right — and they carry the authority 
of 
h is 
em p lo y e r , 
the 
Envioronmental Protection Agency 
— then his claim that we must 
change our lives to deal with the 
energy crisis is easy to believe. 
Growth of energy 
demand 
and 
the 
efficiency of its use 
are the rudiments 
of 
this 
emerging 
worldwide problem, 
de Falco told a 
Southern California 
conference 
recently. 
Human population in the South 
Coast Air Basin, for example, has 
grown at a rate of 1.5 per cent per 
year, he outlined, but the area’s 
motor 
vehicle 
population 
has 
boomed by three per cent and the 
rate of gasoline consumption by 
over four per cent annually. This has 
been paralledled by a decade-long 
eight per cent per year growth in 
electricity consumption, he added. 
On the whole, the increase in U.S. 
demand for light, heat and all forms 
of power from 1971 to 1972 (4.8 per 
cent) was twice that from 1970 to 
1971 (2.4 per cent). 
And this, the Washington visitor 
reminded, occurs in a country, ours, 
which already consumes 33 per cent 
of the globe’s energy production 
even though it comprises only six 
per cent of its people. 
Oil offers an example of the 
squeeze. 
De Falco related that by 
EPA 
projections, we will still need oil to 
provide for 40 per cent of our energy 
needs by 1985 even though 50 per 
cent of our known oil resources have 
been spent and the second half is 
much costlier to find and exploit 
than the first. 
Mid-Eastern fields, he said, can’t 
provide us with petroleum at a 
“sufficient importation rate much 
past the 1980’s” even if we were 
prepared 
to 
absorb 
the 
“staggering” balance of payments 
blow that would come with bdying 
these foreign reserves dry. 


Automotive 
fuel 
and 
other 
petroleum shortages will likely be 
sidestepped for the time being by 
increased domestic drilling and a 
greater reliance on abundant but 
dirty domestic coal to reduce the oil 
demand at the expense of hazier 
skys. Both of these actions were set 
in motion by the President in his 
recent energy message. 
But the people will still feel the oil 
squeeze in higher gas and oil prices 
and in the relaxation, due to the 
stepped up use of coal, of the 
primary and secondary clean air 
standards of the Clean Air Act, both 
also recent presidential actions. 4 
The quality of energy use has 
everything to do with its demand, de 
Falco added. Petroleum’s example 
applies equally to electricity and 
other resources. 
Over 40 per cent of petroleum 
products in this country in 1970 were 
quaffed by motor vehicles to log 
over a trillion road miles, half of 
them in cities and half of those in 
trips of under 10 miles. 
This use, the agency spokesman 
indicated, 
was hardly at peak 
efficiency. Averaging 4,000 pounds,

paid enormous 
fuel

penalties for their weight and also 
burned five per cent more gas to run 
automatic transmissions and nine 
per cent more to operate air 
conditioners. 
If the maximum U.S. auto weight 
were trimmed to 2,500 pounds, about 
the size of an average import, 
American motorists would gain 10 
years worth of gasoline in the sense 
that the demand for oil in 1985 would 
only be as much as the present 
projected demand for 1975, de Falco 
offered. 
And 
the

payments, petroleum price and air 
pollution problems would be to that 
degree reduced. 
The sanest approach to the energy 
bind, De Falco concluded, is a 
reexamination of the social value of 
some of our materialistic treasurers 
in the light of their rapidly unfolding 
costs to us.
